Obligations asstimed by such signature
must be fulfilied.

By virtue of statutory authority, a preference will be given to materials, products, supplies, provisions and all other articles produced, manufac-
tured, made or grown, within the State of Missouri.

Time of delivery s a part of the consideration and, If not otherwise stated in the solicitation documents, must be stated in definite terms by the Bid-
der/Offeror and must be adhered to.
